TO  THE  CHAIRI'IAN  AND  MII'IBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL, 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This,  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Eton  Rural  District,  is  for  the  year  1971.  Also,  included  in 
this  book  is  the  report  of  Mr.  S.  Pape,  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

There  is  relatively  little  comment  I would  wish  to 
make  upon  the  vital  statistics  or  upon  the  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  or  other  matters  which  are  related  in  the 
following  text.  The  discrepancy  between  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimate  of  population  in  1970  and  the  enumerated 
census  population  of  April  1971  was  relatively  small  and 
insufficient  to  make  any  significejit  difference  to  statistical 
data. 


Changes  in  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  services 
have  been  impending  for  some  time  and  the  first  measure  of 
alteration  took  place  in  1971-  From  April  1st  the 
administration  of  ’’Social  Services”  became  the  responsibility 
of  the  newly  formed  Social  Services  Department. 

At  the  same  time,  the  administration  of  the 
Evelyn  Fox  School  for  mentally  handicapped  children  and 
Birchfield  School  for  cerebral  palsied  children  passed  into 
the  hands  of  the  Education  Department.  So  far  as  those  are 
concerned  there  has  been  little  change  in  the  medical 
arrangements  but  there  is  no  doubt  in  general  that  separation 
of  health  and  social  services  has  made  it  more  difficult  for 
the  officers  concerned  to  help  those  whose  needs  can  only  be 
supplied  by  the  combined  efforts  of  both  departments. 
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^ortiinately  personal  relations  between  staff  of  the 
departments  remain  good  and  every  effort  has  boon  made  to 
overcome  the  physical  handicap  created  by  separation  of 
office  accommodation. 

Those  chemges  are  only  the  first  of  many  and  at  the 
time  of  writing  there  are  indications  for  the  future  structure 
of  Local  Government  and  the  National  Health  Service.  Not 
only  are  there  to  be  changes  in  the  form  of  local  authorities 
and  in  their  boundaries  but  there  are  also  to  be  variations 
in  their  functions. 

Those  engaged  in  both  clinical  and  administrative 
work  in  health  departments  are  to  be  transferred  on  1st  April 
197^  to  the  re-organised  National  Health  Service,  but  the 
exact  way  in  which  the  necessary  continuing  medical  services 
will  be  supplied  to  County  and  to  District  Councils  has  not 
yet  been  fully  clarified. 

Even  although  the  Council’s  new  Meals  on  Wheels 
scheme  was  not  inaugurated  during  1971 i it  has,  at  the  time  ‘ 
of  writing  been  in  operation  for  some  months  and  it  would  bo 
remiss  of  me  to  make  no  mention  of  it  in  this  report. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  extension  of  the  meals 
service  has  been  welcomed  by  the  many  people  who  have  received 
them  and  appreciation  must  be  recorded  to  the  W.R.V.S.  who 
have  continued  £ind  expanded  their  delivery  service  and  to  all 
the  members  of  staff  concerned  with  the  administration, 
cooking  and  bulk  delivery  to  the  centres  from  which  the 
V\/oR.V.S,  take  over. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Cleansing 
Committee  in  particular  and  to  the  Chairmtm  and  Members  of  the 
Council  in  general  for  their  continued  support  and  encouragement 
throughout  the  year.  This  appreciation  is  extended  also  to 
other  Chief  Officers  a!nd  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Council 
for  the  co-operation  which  they  have 'so  willingly  given 
throughout  the  year.

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There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  births 
once  again  but  insufficient  to  make  any  great  difference  in 
the  birth  rate  which,  when  corrected,  was  12.7  per  thousand 
population  compared  with  12.6  the  previous  year. 

Perhaps  it  is  worth  while  mentioning  once  again 
the  use  of  the  comparability  figure.  This  is  the  device  for 
taking  into  consideration  the  ago  and  sex  structure  of  the 
district  compared  with  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  It 
will  be  seen  from  this  that  there  is  a greater  proportion  of 
women  of  child  bearing  age  living  in  the  Eton  Rural  District 
than  there  is  in  the  country  as  a whole.  For  this  reason 
the  comparability  figure  is  less  than  one.

Once  again  the  number  of  still  births  in  the  Rural 
District  was  extremely  low;  only  four  out  of  a total  of  998 
births.  As  a rule  the  still  birth  rate  is  about  four  times 
greater  than  it  was  in  1971  but  there  was  also  an  extraordinary 
low  figure  in  1969-  Any  reduction  in  the  number  of  birth 
mishaps  is  a matter  of  considerable  encouragement  but  before 
claiming  too  much  success,  a look  should  be  taken  at  the 
peri-natal  mortality;  that  is  to  say  the  number  of  still 
births  plus  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  during  the  first 
week  of  life.  o

If  stillbirths  and  deaths  occurring  in  the  first 
week  of  life  are  teiken  together,  the  situation,  although  very 
encouraging,  appears  much  less  dramatic  than  it  does  if 
stillbirths  alone  are  shown,  but  on  the  other  hand,  much 
less  discouraging  than  the  consideration  of  deaths  during  the 
first  week  of  life  alone.  Together  these  come  to  a total 
of  15  which  is  a peri-natal  mortality  rate  of  15  per  thousand 
total  births  as  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  22.

As  far  as  infant  mortality  is  concerned,  although 
there  has  been  some  fluctuation  during  the  past  four  years, 
there  is  sufficient  evidence  to  feel  encouraged  that  the 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  which  includes 
those  who  die  in  the  first  week  of  life,  is  low  in  this 
district.  At  14.0  per  thousand,  this  is  4.0  per  thousand 
bolov/  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole.

From  the  table  above  it  will  be  seen  that  although  there 
is  some  fluctuation  in  death  rate  for  the  Rural  District,  it 
is  not  very  great.  In  fact,  marked  fluctuations  are  unlikely 
to  occur  in  the  absence  of  epidemics.  It  could  perhaps  be 
argued  that  there  is  an  epidemic  of  heart  disease  or  cancer 
but  while  this  could  be  true,  such  epidemic  must  consist  of 
very  long  waves.  Fortunately  th^  district  was  free  from 
any  major  outbreak  of  short  term  infectious  disease.

In  April  1971  a decenrial  census  took  place. 
There  was  little  surprise  in  the  figures  for  Eton  Rural 
District  as  the  enumerated  number  came  within  a few  hundred 
of  the  estimate  previously  given  by  the  Registrar  General.

Samples  were  sent  for  onalysis  and  exai.iination  as  follows: - 

Faeces  15  - all  of  which  were  negative. 

Water  Of  141  samples  talcen  from  wells  supplying 

water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes, 

19  were  unsatisfactory,  16  from  a 
bacteriological  and  3 from  a chemical  point 
of  view. 

In  addition  27  samples  of  mains  water  were 
taken  and  2 of  these  were  unsatisfactory. 

Swimming  Pools  71  samples  were  taken  from  swimming  pools 

belonging  to  schools  and  other  private 
organisations  and  at  the  time  of  original 
sampling  9 samples  were  suspcious  and 
3 were  unsatisfactory.  In  all  cases 
discussions  were  held  with  those  responsible 
and  follow-up  samples  taken  until  the  situation 
was  deemed  to  be  satisfactory.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox,  In  view  of  the  very  considerable 
reduction  in  world  incidence  of  smallpox  and  the  consequence  that 
the  risks  associated  with  vaccination  are  greater  for  the 
individual  resident  of  this  country  them  the  danger  associated 
with  the  disease  itself,  routine  vaccination  against  smallpox 
has  been  abandoned.  This  does  not  mean,  of  course,  that 
vaccination  has  no  part  to  play  in  the  control  of  the  disease 
should  any  case  occur  nor  is  it  suggested  that  those  travelling 
to  countries  where  smallpox  still  exists  should  fail  to  protect 
themselves.  Vaccination  against  smallpox  can  still  be  carried 
out  by  General  Practitioners  and  would,  of  course,  be  carried 
out  by  doctors  of  the  Public  Health .service  should  the  occasion 
dememd.

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B.C.G.  VACCINATIONS 


755  children  were  tested  for  Tuberculosis  during 
1971  - 119  more  than  in  1970.  Of  these  663  (87.9?^  were  negative 
and  92  (12.1%)  were  positive. 

A positive  reaction  is  given  by  those  who  have  had  previous 
experience  of  tuberculosis  and  also  by  those  who  have  had 
B.C.G.  vaccination.  Of  the  92  children  giving  a positive 
reaction,  52  had  had  earlier  protection.  This  meant  that 
40  children  (5-39^)  were  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic. 

Of  these,  7 were  given  x-rays  and  received  treatment  and  33  were 
either  given  B.C.G.  vaccination  or  found  on  further  enquiry 
to  have  been  vaccinated  already. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES 

CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS 


The  sixteen  Child  Welfare  Clinics  have  continued 
with  the  Burnham  clinic  and  one  of  the  sessions  at  Britwell 
being  undertaken  by  the  family  doctors  serving  the  area. 

FAMILY  PLANNING  CLINIC 


The  Slough  Family  Planning  Clinic,  which  serves  the 
town  and  surrounding  area,  has  continued  to  be  very  active 
and  finds  that  its  services  are  in  ever  greater  demand. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  now  has  a duty  to  encourage  the 
use  of  such  clinics  and  to  make  contributions  towards  their 
expenses  if,  indeed,  they  do  not  provide  the  service  themselves. 

So  far  as  this  area  is  concerned,  the  clinic  is  a 
very  good  and  forward  looking  one  and  it  has  been  considered 
better  to  allow  the  previous  administrative  arrangements  to 
remain  and  for  payment  to  be  made  to  the  voluntary  organisation 
running  it. 

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 


A clinic  is  held  twice  monthly  for  women  over  35 
and  for  younger  women  who  have  been  specially  recommended  by 
their  family  doctor.

I take  pleasure  in  subitting  a report  of  the  v/ork  of 
the  Departraent  for  the  year  of  1971.  There  were  no 
major  staffing  changes  during  the  period  and  no 
interruptions  in  the  continuity  of  the  tasks  undertaken, 
'ihere  necessary  the  Inspectors  have  been  deployed  v;here 
the  v/ork  load  required  extra  resources  of  manpov/er 
to  cope  v/ith  urgent  matters.  Tv;o  such  examples  arose 
from  the  prolonged  and  almost  continuous  encamping  by 
Sypsy  caravans  v/ith  their  paraphanalia,  cars,  lorries, 
tarmac,  rollers,  scrap  and  tents,  on  the  verges  of  the 
A. 473  in  the  Farnham  Conraon  area  and  also  the  A,4l2  at 
Denham  Green  area.  Visits,  inspections  and  requests 
to  move  on  proved  to  be  of  doubtful  benefit  and  had 
little  lasting  results.  Finally,  evidence  had  to  be 
collected  and  coiapiled  to  enable  a.pplications  to  be 
raade  to  the  Courts  for  Orders  to  bo  granted  for  removal 
of  the  vans  and  a prohibition  on  the  use  of  the  land 
for  camping  purposes  in  the  future.  Such  work  is 
time  consuming,  difficult  and  often  can  be  counter 
productive.  The  solution  lies  in  the  provision  of 
authorised  sites  where  caravans  in  transit  can  go 
to  or,  if  necessary,  be  directed. 

The  provision  of  skips  at  various  parts  of  the 
District  at  regular  intervals  for  the  disposal  of 
large  and  unwanted  refuse  has  done  much  to  provide 
a v/elcome  service,  and  also  help  to  reduce  the- dumping 
of  litter  on  the  verges  and  in  the  ditches  around  the 
District.  Indeed  many  compliments  have  been  paid  for 
the  Council  providing  this  service.  There  is  still  a 
problem  regarding  litter  from  packaging  and  one  trip 
containers  for  soft  drinks  and  the  like,  v/hich  is  all 
too  evident  near  to  shopping  sjroas  despite  the  provision 
of  litter  receptacles,  and. the  need  for  education  in 
the  use  of  litter  receptacles  seems  all  too  appcxrent, 

I have  dealt  in  greater  detail  v/ith  other  subject 
matters  under  the  various  headings  in  the  text  of  my 
report. 
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By  the  time  this  report  appears  in  print  the  Officers 
will  be  deeply  committed  in  reoi-ganisation  matters 
involving  the  future  of  the  area  and  the  type  or 
organisation  best  fitted  to  the  needs  of  the  emerging 
District  Council  to  servo  the  population  and  meets  its 
requirements  effectively  and  efficiently  in  the 
foreseeable  future, 

V/hilst  it  is  said  that  there  may  bo  deficiencies 
with  the  present  system  of  Local  Government  few  could 
deny  that  it  has  been  manned  and  faithfully  served  by 
Officers  of  high  calibre  and  professional  skills  and 
there  is  much  to  look  back  on  in  the  satisfaction  of 
Icnowing  that  a job  has  been  v/oll  done.  If  this  outlook 
of  purpose  and  dedication  is  carried  forward  into  the 
future  a largo  measure  of  success  of  the  new  District 
Councils  is  assured. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  the  staff  of  the 
Department,  both  Inspectors  and  clerical,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  all  the  Chief  Officers,  for  the 
help,  advice  and  co-operation  I have  received  during 
the  yeaJT.

Analyst  * s Remarks : 

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  just 
on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  free  from  metals  apart 
from  a minute  trace  of  iron.  The  water  is  very  hard  in  chara- 
cter but  not  excessively  so  and  it  contains  no  excess  of  mineral 
constituents.  It  is  of  very  satisfactory  organic  quality  and  of 
the  highest  standard  of  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable 
for  public  supply  purposes. 

Water  Board *s  General  Observations: 

The  water  is  treated  with  chlorine  and  sulphur  dioxide  before 
passing  into  the  mains,  I would  point  out  that  fluoride  is 
present  only  at  the  Datchet  source  and  that  it  mixes  in  the 
distribution  system  with  supplies  from  other  sources. 

There  were  no  imsatisfactory  samples  during  the  year.

The  number  of  sv/imrainc  pools  and  bathing  places 
continues  to  and  at  the  same  time  as  providing  an 

enjoyable  form  of  leisure  activity  also  provides  the 
means  for  learners  to  become  proficient  in  the  art  and 
thus  also  are  able  to  render  assistance  in  an  emergency. 

In  a.n  area  v/here  natural  bathing  fa.cilities  are  none 
too  plentiful  this  increase  is  v;elcome.  The  Department 
is  receiving  more  requests  for  advice  and  assistance  in 
relation  to  problems  arising  at  private  pools  and  this 
advice  has  readily  been  given.  To  ensure  the  satisfactory 
quality  of  the  v/ater  all  sv;imming  pools  should  be  equipped 
v;ith  suitable  apparatus  to  cope  with  the  "bathing  load". 
Sampling  is  used  as  a means  to  check  on  the  efficiency 
of  this  apparatus  and  an  assessment  of  its  ability  to 
maintain  a satisfactory  standard  at  all  times,  but  the 
receipt  of  a single  unsatisfactory  sample  does  not  mean 
that  the  apparatus  is  inadequate.  This  decision  can  only 
be  made  after  talcing  a series  of  bad  samples  from  the  pool. 

V/hen  on  unsatisfactory  sample  is  detected  a thorough 
investigation  as  to  the  possible  causes  is  undertaken  and 
co~operation  ^vith  mana.gement  in  these  matters  has  been  very 
satisfactory. 

Council  Byelaws  operate  in  respect  of  the  public  pools 
but  regard  is  also  paid  to  them  vdien  dealing  v/ith  private  pools 
regarding  standards  and  equipment.

General  Sanitation  (Contd. ) 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  reconstruction  of 
Gerrards  Cross  Sewage  Works  has  conimonced  and  will  in  tiorn 
enable  the  village  of  Fulmer  to  be  main  drained  thiis  relieving 
the  area  of  nuisances  from  cesspools  and  other  types  of  drainage 
system  overflov/ing  doim  the  slopes  of  the  valley  in  v/hich  it  is 
situated.  This  problem  has  defied  solution  by  individual  action 
and  the  provision  of  main  sewers  will  allow  a permanent  cure  to 
be  affected. 

The  villages  of  Hedgerley, Horton  and  part  of  Wraysbury  still 
remain  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  provision  of  main  drainage.  These 
areas  have  been  programmed  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  reorganisation 
will  not  result  in  the  start  of  the  works  being  delayed.  Each 

area  has  special  problems,  Hedgerley  is  somewhat  akin  to  Fulmer 

whilst  there  are  still  a number  of  pail  closets  in  Horton  and 
Wraysbury  v/hich  can  only  be  replaced  when  sewers  are  provided. 

Smaller  areas  of  the  District  which  arc  v/ithout  sewers  were 
surveyed  during  the  year  and  a report  was  presented  to  the 
Committee  v/ith  recommendations  as  to  priority  on  Public  Health 
grounds  for  these  smaller  schemes  to  go  forward.

The  number  of  complaints  made  to  the  Department  during 
the  year  shows  a reduction  on  that  of  the  previous  year, 
but  whilst  this  may  be  regarded  as  a good  sign,  all  too 
often  when  dealing  with  complaints  enquiries  reveal  that 
the  matter  had  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department 
due  to  the  complainant  having  had  unsatisfactory  dealings 
with  a shopkeeper  or  manufacturer  in  respect  of  the  quality 
of  food  supplied  by  them  v;hich  had  been  dealt  with  on  a 
priva.te  basis  previously, 

Looking  at  the  type  of  food  most  affected,  milk 
a]ppears  at  the  top  of  the  league.  It  is  apparent  tha.t  the 
human  factor  in  the  dairy  plays  a very  significant  pajrt 
in  the  quality  of  this  very  important  food.  On  too  many 
occasions  the  milk  bottle  which  has  not  been  properly 
cleansed  is  filled  and  delivered  to  the  customer  despite 
great  efforts  by  management  to  see  tha.t  every  means  is 
used  to  avoid  such  a thing  happening.  In  fairness  to  the 
dairy  industry  the  misuse  of  bottles  by  the  public  is  in 
no  small  measure  to  blame  for  the  situa.tion.  Bottles 
fouled  v;ith  oil,  cement  and  other  dirt  which  defy  cleansing, 
are  sent  back  to  the  dairy  for  re-circulation.  The 
introduction  of  one-trip  containers  of  plastics  of  an 
acceptable  design  seems  to  be  the  only  wa.y  to  avoid 
repetition. 

The  question  of  stale  food  has  been  given  much  publicity 
recently  ojid  the  demand  for  open  date  stamping  has  become 
a "must"  to  assist  the  housewife  that  prepacked  goods  have 
not  been  lying  about  the  shelves  getting  stale  in  the  process. 
This  situation  has  largely  been  brought  about  by  the  closed 
coding  used  by  manufacturers  which  some  shopkeepers  have  not 
been  given  the  key  to,  or  alternatively,  have  not  used 
properly,  coupled  with  their  general  reluctance  to  employ 
a separate  code  marking  of  their  own  to  ensure  that  food 
was  subject  to  proper  stock  rotation  and  arrived  in  the 
shopping  basket  in  a fresh  condition, 

l/ith  the  steady  increase  in  the  cost  of  food  the  time 
has  long  past  v/hen  the  customer  was  prepared  to  overlook 
the  doubtful  condition  of  an  article  of  food  and,  furthermore, 
demands  that  her  purchases  are  in  pealc  condition  when 
brought  from  the  shop.

Rodent  Control 


Tho  Department  received  almost  one  thousand 
requests  for  .ase'i-f’tance  in  dealing  with  rats  and  mice  infestations 
in  and  about  dwelling  houses*  This  number  shows  an  increase  over 
that  for  the  previous  year  and  caused  some  concern  as  to  the  reasons 
why  this  apparent  increase  had  occurred.  A complete  review  of  the 
service  was  undertal:en,  and  the  findings  were  reported  to  tho  Council 
as  a result*  A switch  of  policy  from  the  employment  of  a contracting 
service  to  the  appointmant  to  the  staff  of  a Rodent  Operator  under  my 
direct  supervision  was  made,  and  the  Operator  commenced  his  duties 
in  -^ugust.  An  immediate  improvement  was  noted,  complaints  v^ere  being 
dealt  with  much  more  quickly.  Reports  on  field  conditions  arc  being 
made  direct,  and  any  support  action  called  for  routine  attention  to 
the  Council  lands  .and  installations,  refuse  tips,  sewage  works,  caravan 
sites,  and  depots,  can  now  be  undertaken  at  more  regular  intervals* 

Increasingly,  the  public  look  to  tho  local  Council 
to  provide  a service  to  deal  with  other  insect  .and  a.nimal  posts,  and  • 
this  work  can  be  taken  in,  depending  on  manpower  and  resources  being 
made  avail.ablo.  It  is. -ple asing  to  report  tha.t  the  Committee  are  aware 
of  this  vievifpoint,  and  provision  is  being  made  to  meet  the  need. 
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HOUSING 


The  provision  of  an  adequate  and  satisfactory  stock  of 
housing  units  within  the  District  remains  a prime  target  in 
any  programme  of  public  health  needs.  Besides  meeting  that 
need  by  the  provision  of  new  buildings  the  ma.intenance  and 
uP“Grading  of  the  existing  stock  of  nev;  dv/ellings  is  of  vital 
importance.  V/hilst  fev;  would  dispute  that  by  the  Council’s 
vigorous  policy  over  the  years  the  worst  of  the  substandard 
or  unfit  houses  have  largely  been  dealt  with,  there  still 
remains  a considerable  number  of  dwellings  which  whilst 
basically  sound  in  construction  require  repairs  to  the  fabric, 
improvements  to  modernise  the  kitchen,  the  provision  of 
bathrooms  internally  arfi  accessible  water  closets,  hot  v/ater 
supplies  and,  in  certain  cases,  a mains  water  supply.  In  this 
connection  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  ax)plications  for  Grants 
to  enable  these  improvements  for  Qualification  Certificates 
by  landlords  have  also  increased.  These  certificates  are 
given  when  the  Council  are  satisfied  that  (a)  the  dv/elling  has 
been  provided  with  standard  amenities  and  (b)  the  dwelling  is  • 
in  good  state  of  repair  having  regard  to  its  ago,  character 
and  locality,  Residential  Caravan  Sites,  both  publicly  and 
privately  owned,  also  make  a contribution  to  meeting  the 
housing  need,  and  standards  as  set  out  in  the  Model  Conditions 
require  to  be  maintained,  Uhilst  a large  number  of  caravans 
on  sites  are  occupied  by  newly  married  couples  setting  up 
their  first  home,  there  are  a significant  number  of  married 
people  in  the  older  age  group  v/ho  are  electing  to  live  in 
caravans  by  choice.

Petroleum  (Rerculation)  Acts,  1928  8c  1936. 

126  premises  v;ere  licensed  for  the  stora.'^e  of 
petroleum  spirit  and/or  petroleum  mixtures.  The  total 
amount  of  licensed  storage  aggregated  to  some 
485,850-gallons  of  petroleum  spirit  and  4,620-gallonG 
of  petroleum  mixtures. 

Changes  took  place  in  the  situation  of  storage 
capacity,  some  premises  installed  extra  tanks  whilst 
others  closed  dovm. 

The  trend  towards  self-service  facilities  developed 
further  during  the  year  with  the  commissioning  of  pumps 
at  six  additional  premises. 

Under  conditions  attached  to  licences  it  is  now 
obligatory  where  applicable  to  have  the  electrical 
installation  checked  and  tested  annually  by  an 
independent  contractor  from  an  approved  list  to  certify 
that  it  conforms  to  safety  requirements.  Formerly  the 
need  for  such  a certificate  was  only  necessary  at  five 
yearly  intervals. 

The  testing  of  underground  tanks  installed  for 
prescribed  periods  of  years  to  check  that  they  are  not 
perforated  and  leaking  is  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors 
as  a matter  of  routine.  Safety  measures  are  required 
where  it  is  found  that  old  tanlcs  are  leaking  or  ts'.nlcs 
are  no  longer  required  for  storage  or  tanlcs  have  to  be 
uplifted  and  carted  off  the  site  for  reasons  of 
redevelopment . 

V.'hilst  on  this  subject  a remark  may  not  come  amiss 
on  the  dangeT  to  children  and  others  from  the  petrol 
tanks  of  abandoned  motor  vehicles  left  in  laybys  or  verges. 
There  is  the  need  to  make  the  tanlcs  safe  as  a first  step 
prior  to  removal  of  the  vehicle  by  the  Council,  otherwise 
there  would  be  an  ever  present  danger  cf  a serious  accident 
occurring.  This  point  is  checked  by  the  Officers  in  dealing 
with  this  type  of  "litter"*

Clean  Air  Acts,  193^  - 1968, 


There  are  no  smoke  control  areas  in  the  District. 
The  programme  for  smoke  control  areas  in  those  parts  of 
the  District  contiguous  to  the  Borough  of  Slough  and 
vdiich  are  affected  by  boundary  reorganisation  proposals 
is  unlikely  to  be  carried  out  until  this  has  taken  place. 
Nuisance  from  bonfire  smoke  is  constantly  the  subject  of 
complaint  to  the  Department  v;ith  enquiries  as  to  byelaws 
for  regulating  such  occurrences.  No  byelaws  are 
available  to  deal  with  this  type  of  situation  although 
in  many  cases  the  inconvenience  to  local  inhabitants 
may  be  considerable  and  of  much  more  immediate  impact 
than  the  emission  of  smoke  from  the  tall  chimney  of  an 
industrial  plant  some  distance  av/ay  which  is  the  subject 
of  control  by  Regulations. 

Three  applications  for  approval  of  chimney  heights 
serving  boiler  plants  were  received  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  6 of  the  Act  of  1968.  Tv;o  were  v/ithdrawn 
and  the  other  one  was  approved  subject  to  limiting 
provisions  on  the  amount  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  discharged 
in  any  given  period.

Arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  remains  of 
two  deceased  persons  were  made  by  the  Department  under 
the  above  Act. 


Animal  Boardin.e;  Establishments  Act,  1963 


Licences  were  issued  for  the  boarding  of  201  dogs  and 
122  cats  at  seven  establishments  in  the  District.  Spot 
checks  and  regular  visits  of  inspection  were  carried  out 
by  the  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  accompanied 
by  a Veterinary  Surgeon  retained  by  the  Council  to  ensure 
satisfactory  standards  in  accordance  with  the  conditions 
of  the  licences.

In  connection  with  a Circular  issued  by  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  referring  to  the  need  to 
observe  that  conditions  on  sites,  in  respect  of  fire 
prevention,  were  being  complied  with,  each  site  was 
inspected  and  where  necessary  the  attention  of  the 
licensee  was  dravm  to  the  discrepancy. 

Generally  all  sites  v/ere  found  to  be  provided  with 
some  fire  precaution  provisions  but  one  of  the  chief 
matters  for  concern  was  in  the  encroachment  on  the  space 
between  caravans  by  reason  of  replacement  vans  being 
much  larger  than  those  formerly  used  and  also  the  growth 
of  sheds,  garages  and  even  greenhouses  of  the  caravanners 
as  they  become  more  settled  on  a site,  and  financially 
better  off.  It  is  considered  advisable  for  each  van 
to  be  equipped  v;ith  a fire  extinguisher  of  an  approved 
type  for  emergency  purposes,  and  the  Fire  Prevention 
Officer  is  available  for  help  and  advice  in  this  connection, 
A word  of  appreciation  on  the  help  and  co-operation 
received  from  the  Fire  Service,  who  assisted  with  this 
survey,  must  be  made. 

Although  the  Gypsy  Site  at  Mansion  Lane  provides 
a very  necessary  service  for  the  local  gypsy  fraternity 
the  problems  arising  from  shared  ablution  facilities  by 
the  site  occupants  remain  a difficulty.  Also  it  is 
evident  that  cesspool  drainage  is  unsatisfactory  for  this 
type  of  site,  and  the  need  for  main  drainage  is  essential 
if  nuisances  from  overflowing  drainage  are  to  be 
prevented.

The  absence  of  a Gypsy  Site  for  those  travellers  who 
roam  the  countryside  and  settle  on  highway  verges  resulted 
in  a great  number  of  complaints  and  no  small  amount  of 
time  being  spent  by  the  Department  in  dealing  with  the 
problems  created.  Nuisances  from  the  lack  of  basic 
essentials  such  as  sanitary  accommodation,  water  supplies, 
refuse  disposal,  destruction  of  highway  verges,  fencing, 
grassland,  the  attraction  of  rats,  the  burning  of  bonfires 
and  the  spread  of  litter  and  scrap  are  some  of  the  problems 
v/hich  are  met  v/ith.  It  is  also  well  known  that  where  one 
or  two  caravans  stop  it  is  not  long  before  a sizeable 
group  is  formed  and  on  occasions  it  was  found  necessary 
to  seek  action  in  the  courts  to  get  them  moved  on.  An 
expensive  clearing  up  operation  follows  and  time  is 
required  for  the  land  to  recover  from  the  scars  of 
occupation.

146  Inspections  and  follow  up  visits  to  registered  premises 
were  carried  out.  Standards  of  compliance  generally  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  Minor  breaches  of  the  require- 
ments when  found,  were  rectified  by  management,  who  had 
co-operated  well  with  the  Inspectors  as  v/as  noted  during 
follow  up  visits  to  see  if  instructions  had  been  carried 
out. 


During  visits  to  Self  Service  Dry  Cleaning  establishments, 
note  was  paid  as  to  whether  notices  were  being  displayed 
advising  users  of  the  apparatus  to  air  off  garments  after 
being  in  the  machine,  to  reduce  the  risk  from  inhalation 
of  any  fumes  which  may  remain.  All  such  premises  did 
have  notices  posted  and  it  is  hoped  tha.t  the  instructions 
will  be  follov/ed  in  every  case. 

There  was  a total  of  8 accidents  notified  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  48  of  the  Act,  Notification  of  an 
accident  to  someone,  whether  an  employee  or  not,  is 
required  to  be  given  to  the  local  authority  if,  as  a result, 
that  person  is  unable  to  follow  his  employment  for  a 
period  of  over  three  days,  due  to  the  injury.  In  each 
case  an  investigation  of  the  cause  of  the  accident  was 
undertaken,  to  see  if  there  v/as  a breach  of  the  Act.  No 
fatal  accidents  were  reported.

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Noise  Abatement  Act.  1960> 


It  is  evident  that  many  more  people  are  becoming  av/are 
of  the  increase  in  noise  from  various  point  sources  as 
mechanisation  grows  and  dwellings,  factories^  commercial 
premises  etc . , continue  to  "in^ease  and  are  built  closer 
together.  By  far  the  chief  problem  affecting  the  District 
as  a whole,  and  certain  parishes  in  particular,  is  noise 
from  aircraft  using  Heathrow,  There  are  other  sources 
of  aircraft  noise  v/hich  affect  other  parts  of  the  District, 
at  Iver  Heath,  in  respect  of  aircraft  using  Northolt,  and 
Denham,  due  to  week-end  flying  and  also  from  helicopters 
used  for  training  ]purposes. 

Much  has  been  said  and  v/ritten  about  the  noise  from 
jet  aircraft  and  its  invasion  into  the  homes  of  people 
living  under  and  near  to  flight  paths.  That  there  is 
hope  for  the  future  relief  of  these  unfortunate  people  is 
pinned  on  the  early  development  of  a third  London  Airport 
at  Foulness,  and  the  diversion  of  the  more  noisy  aircraft 
to  it  when  it  becomes  operational#  This  is  a long  term 
measure  ajid  there  still  remains  the  problem  of  the  present 
generation  of  noisy  aircraft,  coupled  with  the  increased 
use  of  Heathrow  to  cope  with  the  demand  for  flying  as  a 
moans  of  transport  suggesting  that  the  noise  will  increase 
meanwhile.  The  fitting  of  "hush  kits"  on  engines  should 
be  invcstiga.ted  as  a matter  of  policy,  and,  if  feasible, 
the  policy  translated  into  action  at  an  early  date  as  a 
means  of  alleviating  the  noise  nuisance  from  this  source. 

It  is  disturbing  to  note  that  many  contractors  found 
using  road  breaking  equipment  on  roads  have  not  had 
silencing  equipment  fitted  to  the  drills  before  use 
despite  the  fact  that  it  pro'Y.ides  an  effective  reduction 
in  noise  emissions  from  this  source,  l/arnings  have  been 
given  by  the  Inspectors  that  silencing  equipment  must  be 
fitted  before  any  further  work  is  carried  out*  It  is 
only  by  constant  pressure  that  the  message  is  understood, 
V/ith  the  increasing  use  of  fans  for  air  movement  in 
ventilation  or  refrigeration  plant  on  commercial  premises 
the  noise  emitted  has  become  intrusive  to  residents  in 
dwellings  nearby  ojnd  whilst  this  may  not  be  disturbing 
during  the  day  time  when  background  levels  a.re  high, 
it  becomes  increasingly  so  during  the  hours  of  darlcness. 
Much  more  care  is  required  in  the  design  and  installation 
of  this  equipment  to  avoid  noise  problems  arising  from 
its  use  near  to  residential  areas#
